Pies is a book for the classroom teacher first, and then for 
principal and superintendent. It is the drama of the American 
teacher, presenting vividly the part played by the teacher in the 
development of public education and the progress of our country. 

There is no other book like it, in tracing the remarkable evo- 
lution of the teaching profession from the days of the old colonial 
schoolmaster to the present. Written in a genial style, with many 
picturesque episodes from the lives of early schoolmasters—and 
schoolmistresses of more recent vintage—the book is highly enter- 
taining. 

In the chapter on Economic and Social Position of School- 
teachers, the author quotes from John Swett's “Random Rhymes for 
School Teachers,” written in 1869 when Swett was deputy superin- 
tendent in San Francisco: 


“As well suppose that a game of euchre 
Will fill your pockets with filthy lucre, 
As think that teaching the city’s scholars 
Will line your pockets with silver dollars. 
Mum is the word and nothing to say; 
Live on faith and expect no pay.” 


From a superb background the book comes right down to the 
present, with interesting chapters on Summer Schools, University 
Extension, Teachers’ Salaries, Teachers’ Pension and Retirement 
Systems, Tenure, Health and Sick Leave Provisions, and closes with 
Public Attitude Toward the Teaching Profession and Social Com- 
position of the Teaching Population.
